Last week we published some general fig- 
ures from the tax digest of DeKalb county 
for the year 1882. We publish below some 
more facts and figures, gleaned from the di- 
gest.

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A ROGUE’S GALLERY. 


Pertraite and Curiosities on Exhibition at the Secret 
Mervice in Washington. 
Special to the Cl.velaud Herald. 

Wasutncton, August 17.—The headquarters 
of the secrect service division of the treasury 
department isone of the most interesting 
places for*sig@bt seers in Washington. The 
‘rogues’ gallery’’ will serve well to entertain 
the visitor foran hour. On the walls hang 
portraits of most of the noted counterfeiters 
who have been ‘detected, the collection num- 
bering about 2,000, In one corner of the 
room stands a large safe in which is stored 
$500,000 in spurivuus money. Near the safe is 
a press used by Charles Ulrich, an ingenious 
German, who thought it easier to make coun- 
terfeit plates than-turn an honest penny, 
though he wasa skilled artist and could coin- 
mand a handsome income almost anywhere. 

A cfrious article rests upon U hirich’s press. 
It is a miniature representation of the old 
bell and tower of Independence hall,’ from 
which was rung out the decree of liberty in 
1776. It is made from redeemed greenbacks 
after they have been destroyed and converted 
into paper, the structure representing about a 
million dollars. 

Awong the pictures displayed is that of 
Halleck, who robbed the treasury cash room 
of $47,000. He was employed in the cash 
room, and by making a talse package tor the 
Adams express company he was enabled to 
extract the money trom the building. 
Another picture is that of Bixley, the coun- 
terfeiter, wo several times succeeded in 
evading the law. When captured no money 
could be found upon him, but one of the off 
cers noticed the peculiar look of a cane the 
prisoner carried, and on examining the stick 
it was fognd to be hollow and filled with bad 
coin, 

Other portraits were those of the Rey. Dr. 
Thomas and his wife.who for atime so success- 
fully carried on their operations; Baily the 
only man who ever made a good imitation of 
the paper on which money 1s printed, Brod- 
well, on Whom was captured 1,000 counterfeit 
$25 notes of the Spanish bank. of Cuba; 
Doyle, Brockway, the printe of counter 
feicers. and Simith, the engraver, the famous 
trio whose counterfeit 1.000 bond is so neat 
ly done that it is almost impossible to tell it 
from the original. 

Most counterieit gold pieces ure 
platinum. 
this metal is $4.60, che counterfeiter only 
realizing 40 cents forhis labor. The manner of 
making counterfeit silver money 1s to take a 
block of plaster paris, saw it in two, then make 
acast of the genuine coin in the plaster, and 
after binding the piece together make a hole 
onthe side through which .o pour in the 
metal. When this is finished, a thin sheet of 
silver is pressed upon it, and after putting on 
the serrated edge, the work is completed 
Most counterfeit silver money is made of 
brass, which pr xiuces a good rigpe. una a coun- 
tevfeit fifty-cent piece of this kind weighs 
nearly the same as genuine coin, A speci- 
men of fine work done with a pen and ink is 
aitwenty-dellar bill, the difference between 
itand the genuine note being so small that 
tnon-expert could not detect it. Another 
interesting e@xhibit w;ome raised money. 
The V on # tive-dollar bill has been careluily 
scraped off, the “ftilty’’ stamp on a cigar box 
neatly pasted on, and in some way the whole 
hill chanved.. Mostof this class of work 1s 
done by Chinese counterfeiters, and their 
photographs occupy considerable space in the 
gallery. A raised check which hangs upon 
the wall attracts considerable attention. The 
original was a check on the Third nationa! 
bank of New York for $51. <All of the writ- 
ing except the sizguature was removed by 
acids and the amount changed to $26,963.75. 
The check was presented at the bank and 
paid. The plates, by which any fifty-dollar 
bill in can be counterfeited, are also 
shown. 
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AN ELECTRIC RAILWay MOTOR, 


Meacription of an Invention Made by W. M. Thomas, 
ef Cinclunatl. 

Cracinnati, August 24.—W. M. Thomas, a 
young electrician of great promise, is now the 
inventor of a new electric railway and electro 
motor forthe same. The electric current is 
supplied froma stationary generator to two 
copper wires laid between ordinary rails, a 
few inches apart, and a trifle higher than the 
rails, The wires are protected by an iron 
tube,to which they will be attached oy proper 
insulators. In this tube or pipe is an upper 
and lower slot extending its full length, the 
lower slot being the wider, so that dirt falling 
on the wires may pass through and the 
wires bqkept clean and protected from inter- 
ference. The other disttnguishing feature of 
Mr. Thomas's invention is the motor, which 
has been constructed especially for railway 
purposes and which enables him to overcome 
the induced current usually present in = such 
motors, and which has hitherto always been 
found very troublesome to inventors. The 
engipe or motor has five wheels, the two for- 
ward ones being simply an ordinary truck, 
serving merely as supports, as on an ordinary 
Che rear pair are larger, as ordi- 
nary driving wheels, and througi them the 
power is applied. Back of them is the fifth 
wheel, somewhat wedge shaped, and divided 
by an insulator of gutta percha, so that 
either side touches the wires before 
described, through which the current 
flows, ana swinging lightly both 
laterally and perpendicularly in order to turn 
curves easily or more easily to pass over pos- 
sible depressions or elevattons in the conduc 
tors. Ihrectly above this wheel is the electric 
eut-olt, moved back or forth by a lever, for 
the reversing of the current and consequent 
reversal of the motion of the car. The de- 
tails of taking up the current from one con- 
ducting wire, then passing it to the motor 
and from thatto the conductor, the power 
being in the meantime transmitted to the 
drivers by ordinary mechanism, are ingenious 
and have many advantages over previ- 
ous appliances. The new points are 
the laying of the conductors and in the 
construction of the electro moter, by which 
the secondary current, which has always be- 
fore seriously intertered with its working, is 
reduced to about one-eighth of what it has 
heretofore been. The model was finished 
only on Saturday, and the first public view 
was given this atternoon, when, being placed 
on the model railway, with tracks abuout six 
inches apart, it worked beautifully and with 
the utmost precision, reversing its motion 
with the reversal of- the lever of the cut-off. 
For use on an existing track, no change whiat- 
ever would be necessary to the rail of either
